W hat kind of 
a 
place is it and 
how 
does 
it look? 
They call it a cantonment. 
The dic­ 
tionary says a cantonm ent is a town 
or village to which troops are 
a s ­ 
signed for quarters. 
Camp Favlor 
is more than th at— it is so large and 
imposing th at a description is a l­ 
most impossible. And in addition to 
its size its facilities are nearly p e r­ 
fect and the men who will go 
there 
need have 
no fear 
that 
they 
will 
suffer any inconveniences. 
The 
mothers 
of 
Rush 
county 
whose sons are there now and those 
whose boys will be there later might 
ju st as well cast 
aside 
all doubts 
concerning the camp. 
This is said 
a fte r a personal inspection of the 
cam p made Sunday 
afternoon— the 
first visiting day 
since 
any of the 
d raftees have been there. 


F irst of all the cam p impresses on 
one more firmly than ever the se r­ 
ious business 
of war and it is r e ­ 
m arkable— this 
form ation 
of 
the 
new national 
army. 
Four 
months 
ago the site of Camp 
Taylor, 
five 
miles southeast 
of Louisville, 
was 
farm land. 
Today 
it shelters 
a l­ 
most 20,000 rhen, not counting the 


officers and by the 
last 
of October 
this number will be increased to 42,- 
000. 
Tn addition, there has sudden­ 
ly sprung up hundreds of barracks, 
built of wood and for the most part 
two full stories, Y. M. C. A. build­ 
ings, lodge halls, an auditorium and 
hundreds 
of 
other 
buildings. 
«In 
size it is tremendous. 
Cam p Taylor 
is nothing* like F ort 
H arrison 
Camp Shelby except 
that the new 
fram e houses erected the past sum ­ 
m er at Fort H arrison are similar to 
all of the b arrack s erected at Camp 
Taylor. 
The men at Camp Shelby 
sleep in tents. 


And these houses 
in which 
the 
men eat and sleep are as near p er­ 
fection as possible. There is plenty 
of ventilation and this winter there 
will be plenty of beat. 
Each of the 
tw o-story b arracks 
are 
equipped 
with four 
huge 
soft 
coal stoves, 
which closely 
resemble 
a furnace. 
The 
stoves are exceedingly large 
and this winter the men should be as 
com fortable as they are now. 
The windows 
of these 
buildings 
are so arranged that both the upper 
and lower sashes can be regulated 
to give ventiliation and in addition 
there are 
ventilators 
in 
the roof. 
The buildings are lined and should 
be warm this winter. 
The Rush county 
men 
have 
all 
been assigned to one b arrack 
oc­ 
cupying a section of the second floo- 
cf a building well tow ards the cen­ 
ter of the eamp, 
a short 
distance 
from the 
highway 
leading 
to the 
main entrance to the 
eamr». 
The 
boys have all received their blanket * 
but all have not been uniformed. 
F*aeh of the buildings is equipped 
with a mess hall. 
The mess hall is 
usually to the re a r of the fir*4 floor. 
Tn add’iion, each builditog 
has 
its 
toilets, including showers. 
They are 
no dinky affairs— these 
showers— 
hut will accomodate fifteen or twen­ 
ty men. 
There is hot and cold wa- 


are well taken care of and any doubt 
regarding this would readily be dis­ 
pelled by a visit to the Lamp.

for the Rush county men and in the 
kitchen Jam es Jordon, Michael Ans- 
burry and Bert Glover were on duty 
preparing the evening mess.

The cam p is 
so 
large 
and the 
m arkings of the buildings only tem ­ 
porary that it is hard to find a n y ­ 
one you know at the eamp. 
Tn fact, 
very few of the buildings are m ark­ 
ed. F irst we located Charles Stiffler, 
acting battalion sergeant m ajor 
of 
the headquarters detachm ent of the 
159th depot brigade. 
Thorugh him 
we %soon located 
the 
Rush county 
boys. 
They are all well and happy 
and are failing into the military way 
very rapidly. 
Eli Kinney has been 
appointed sergeant of the company 
and is highly pleased with 
his p ro ­ 
motion. 
Kinney was 
in

first 
bunch that left here. 
The general 
impression prevails that the men are 
assigned only tem porarily 
to this 
company and regiment 
as a basis 
for training.

Banana Has High Food 
Value When Fully Ripe 


Mary Swartz Rose, assistant profes­ 
sor in the department of nutrition of 
the teachers’ college at Columbia uni 
versity, gives bananas this value: 
Bananas may be regarded as a staple 
fresh fruit, high in fuel value, low in 
price and easy to prepare. 
They are 
oftenest cheapest when at their best, 
when the skins have darkened and the 
fruit is soft, though still firm. 
Diges 
tive difficulties usually arise from eat 
ing them too green or too fast. 
As 
they 
ripeu, 
considerable 
starch 
is 
changed to sugar, so they have a high­ 
er flavor as well as greater digestibil­ 
ity when fully ripened. 
Baking ripe bananas in the skin, if 
properly done, produce# a more succu­ 
lent food of fine flavor. They must be 
quickly baked till soft and the juice be­ 
gins to flow, but no longer or the juice 
all oozes out and they become to’Jgb 
and dark and lose much of their flavor. 
Bananas baked before the skins darken 
will never be as palatable as the fully 
ripened ones, though they are more 
digestible than if eaten raw. 
Unripe bananas are best baked with­ 
out the skins and basted with a sirup. 
These may be used as a dessert, while 
those baked in the skins may take the 
place of a vegetable in the menu. Ba­ 
nanas can be mashed and stewed with 
a little w*ater, flavored with lemon juice 
and sugar, making a palatable sauce.

sway. 
“Isn’t that a lot better than to have 
him cooped up in an overheated flat 
with nothing to do by way of diversion 
but go to the movies, play pool and 
smoke cigarettes?”

Banana Has High Food 


Value When Fully Ripe 


Mary Swartz Rose, assistant profes- 


sor in the department of nutrition of 
the teachers' college at Columbia uni- 
versity, gives bananas this value: 


Bananas may be regarded as a staple 


fresh fruit, high in fuel value, low in 
price and easy to prepare. They are 
oftenest cheapest when at their best, 
when the skins have darkened and the 
fruit is soft, though still firm. Diges- 
tive difficulties usually arise from eat- 
ing them too grceu or too fast. 
As 


they 
ripen, 
considerable starch' is 


changed to sugar, soVhey have a high- 
er flavor as well as greater digestibil- 
ity when fully ripened. 


Baking ripe bananas in the skiu, if 


properly done, produces a more succu- 
lent food of fine flavor. They must be 
quickly baked till soft and the juice be- 
gins to flow, but no longer or the juice 
all oozes out and they become toii.^h 
and dark and lose much of their flavor. 
Bananas baked before the skins darken 
will never be as palatable as the fully, 
ripened ones, though they are more 
digestible than if eaten raw. 


Dnripe bananas are best baked with- 


out the skins and basted with a sirup, j 
These may be used as a dessert, while; 
those baked In the skins may take the 
place of a vegetable in the menu. Ba- 
nanas can be mashed and stewed with ] 
a little water, flavored with lemon juice 
and sugar, making a, palatable sauce.

dent writing on this subject recently, 
the officials of the state department 
play 
their 
trump-laden 
hands 


shrewdly, it is predicted tliat Japan 
will soon be taking & much more im- 
portant part in the war on the side 
of (he allies. 


As some Washington correspond- 


ents states the cane, "There is every 
reason to believe that the recent Am- 
erican embargo against the exporta- 
tion of steel had much to do in in- 
augurating the present negotiations 
between Secretary Lansing and Vis- 
count Ishii. 
Steel is a coinmidity 


that Japan needs badly, to 
fulfill 


war contracts and for increasing her 
rapidly .growing mercantile marine. 
Without American steel Japan's a-n- 
bitimis industrial program cannot lie 
carried out. >So, it is pointed out, 
Secretary Lansing has in. the Ameri- 
can embargo on steel ex-ports power- 
ful argument to use in inducing our 
far eastern ally to employ its large 
and well trained army to assist the 
work of battering the Central Pow- 
ers to their knees." 


To state the case bluntly fip pre- 


sent war has been a good thing for 
Japan. It has enabled her to estab- 
lish her authority over the demoral- 
ized Chinese republic; she has seized 
the valuable German colony in China 
with relatively small losp of life, and 
she has gobbled up practically all 
the Pacific Isand 
possessions of 


Germany. All this Japan has 'done 


without sending troops to the Eur- 
opean battlefields. 
She 
has used 


her man-power instead for supply- 
ing war munitions to her allies, and 
has grown rich in doing so. 


To state another fact very bluntly 


the United States is now in a posi- 
tion to say to Japan, in diplomatic 
language; "If you want steel—fight." 
Xot one of the Entente powers has 
had the nerve, as yet, to make this 
demand of Japan, 
although Italy 


is now broadly hinting, for the bene- 
fit of Japan, that an ally which will 
not .fight is not much of an ally. 


Utaly has conducted the most bril- 


liant offensive of the year. There is 
no gainsaying that fact. In Wash- 
ington is is generally agreed that if 
a Japanese army had been on the 
eastern front this yean to prevent 
the collapse of'the Russian offensive 
Italy would have been entirely suc- 
cessful in her effort to deal a death 
blow to Austrian power—a result 
which would 
have unquestionably 


ended Ihe war. 
As it was the de- 


moralized KiK-i.in 
army ceased io 


be a factor in the war right at the 
time the Italian offensive was at its 
heighth and it was possible for the 
Central Powers to withdraw suffici- 
ent AuMro-Gormnn forces from the 
eastern front to bring to a halt the 
victorious Italian thrust 


"Why?" 
Italy now asks: "Why 


must the 
United States, a nation 


which practically had no army prior 
to last April be asked to send troops 
to Europe and no appeal for troops 
be made to Japan, which has one of 
the largest and most effective armies 
in the world?" 


Japan needs steel. Viscount Ishii 


has been clothed with great authori- 
ty by his government—and Secre- 
tary Lansing has proved himself to 
be .;i very shrewd diplomatist. 


12 Base Hospitals In France 


Permanent buildings of a modern 


type to supplant the tents and tem^ 
porary structures now occupied by 
Red Cross base hospitals in Prance 
are urgently needed before winter 
iets in, according to cables received 
from Major Grayson M.-P. Murphy, 
Red Cross Commissioner to Fr.in"o, 
who has cabled the Red Cross War 
Council to ship quantities of building 
materials at once. 


Increased suffering, owing especi- 


ally to the shortage of coal, will re- 
sult unless structures built to with- 
stand the cold can be erected before 
the rigors of a Frnch winter grip . e 
country. The building problem is so 
serious in France, owing to the scar- 
city of timber, that Major Murphy 
cabled for the immediate shipment 
of two million feet of fir. 


Giant fir trees are now being fcl!.-d 


on the banks of the Columbia I'ivi-r, 
in Oregon and Washington, a::d liar- 
riedly loaded aboard a ship v.-;i':'"fi 
to carry the lumber through li:i' I'.in 
ama Cn-mil to New York where I'.'••! 
complete portable saw mills will be 
taken on, as well as other bniMing 
material, before the ship sails for 
France. 


The supplies requested by Ma.ior 


Murphy include four concrete mix- 
ers, four portable crushers and port- 
able engines, and two gasoline trac- 
tors to be used in the construction 
work, These will be taken aboard at 
Xew 
York. 
There are 
already- a 


number of expert engineers with the 
Red Cross Commission to 
France 


who will superintend the erection of 
the new hospital buildings. 


The American Red Cross now ha.s 


more than a dozen base hospitals in 
France, each equipped with at least 
five hundred beds, and each in charge 
of -twenty two physicians, two den- 


tists, sixty five Red Cross nurses and 
150 enlisted .men of the 'medical 
corps. Additional doctors arid nurs- 
es have been sfent to a number of the 
hospitals.
